Budget Scoreboard May Be Helpful 


Gov. Milliken has arrived at the point where he 
has to make everybody mad and nobody happy. 

Sooner or jailer, it comes to almost every chief 
executive of every government, and it comes when 
budget time arrives. 

Pity the pour guveiiiat! Not onty dose he have 
to submit an austerity budget, without enough 
public financing to carry out all the programs that 
government spenders believe are necessary. . .but 
he also has (o propose a tax increase at the same 
time! 

Not only are the tax spenders unhappy because 
they’re not going to get enough...but the tax 
payers are unhappy, too, because they're going to 
have to pay more anyway, 


And to compound the dilemma for Gov. 
Milliken, he has, in effect, been forced to propose 
two budgets almost simultaneously — one to 
reduce the government’s spending for the 1970-71 
fiscal year, which ends" next June 30; and the 
second to aljocate the spending for the fiscal year 
wiicit begins ext duly 1. 

Both budget proposals are enough to make tax 
spenders cry jusi a lilile. 


For example, Milliken found it necessary to cut 
back on stale spending for the current fiseal vear 


(the one which ends next June 30) because the 
state revenue was lower than anticipated, due 
partly.to the long UAW strike against General 
Motors, and due partly to the general economic 
condition of the nation, and Michigan, too. 


So. he ordered 2 rollback on spending. This 
amounted to a two percent cut for state agencies, 
and the cries were loud and tong. It is from this 
current-year austerity budget, for example, that 
most local schoo! districts see disaster right around 
the corner. 


And the local schoo! aisuricts, in musi cases, arc 
justified in seeing disaster. A two percent cut ina 
state agency,- for example, might be better 
absorbed than a two percent cut in state aid to e 
local district which has gone to the voters for 
millage Increases and budgeted right up to the 
Umit. 


But then, the gevernor has to come right back. 


with a budget for the new fiscal year, beginning 
duly 1, 1971. Of course, it’s a record high budget; 
to budgets set new records vear aiier vear.

And of course, it calls for more spending in 
almost every department of state activity. 


. But still, it’s not high enough to suit the agency 
operators. Higher education, for example, sees 


disaster in the governor's new proposed buciget. He 
hasn't allowed enough for colleges and universities, 
their leaders contend — and again, with some 
merit. 

To arrive at the next year’s budget in a fashion 
anywhere near order, the governor also has been 
furced iv piopose tax increeses — for exemole an 
increase from 2.6 percent on the personal income 
tax to 3.6 percent. That’s only a one percent 
increase in the rate, but it would amount to a 38 
percent increase in tax liability. 


So the taxpayers ac unhappy, toc. And again, 
with some justification. 


The 1971-72 budget, the governor pointed out, 
was ‘“‘a tight budget,” but, he added, “it is not 
insensitive to priority heeds.” Was there ever a 
loose budget submitted by any chief executive, or 
one that was insensitive to human needs? Not in 
my day. 

At any rate, with all the budgets being kicked 
around on the state level these days, you almost 
need a budget scorecard to keep track of which 
one you’re mad at. 

Someday, maybe, iiere will be a state budget 
drafted which will cause uniform happiness. But 
don’t count on it.

HAS THE ‘BLAHS’ 


LANSING — If business does. 
n't perk up at Secretary of State 
leense plate offices, last-minute 
plate buyers may find them- 
selves in the most colossal lines 
in history if they wait to buy 
plates just before the March 31 
deadline. 

Secretary of State Richard H. 
Austin expressed “deep disap- 
pointment” that more vehicle 
owners have not purchased 
plates up to now. 23 

“Y expect that our economic: 
situation compounded by the 
General Motors strike and our 
‘inflated economy have caused 
a slowdown in yur Dormal sales 
rate," he said, 

As of February 22, license 
plate sales were down 104,000 
from the same date in 1970. 
“This means that we are 2,U00 
down based on our normal year- 
ly increase of about 100,000," 
Austin said, 

“T hate to keep harping at peo- 
pie to get their piaies bui 7 
afso hate to contemplate the 
shoving, tugging matches and the 
raveled nerves, if they wait until 
the last minute to buy their 1971 
plates," Austin said, “And no’ 
one can possibly predict with 
certainty the vagaries of Michi- 
gan’s weather in late March. It 
can be reai nasty.” 

The lines will be building up in 
March and the longer a person 
waits to obtain his plates, the 
more he compounds his preblem, 
said Austin. 

Passenger vehicle owners may 
use either their titles or prepar- 
ed leense plate applications 
mailed out to most of Michi- 
gan’s 54-million vehicle owners. 

In addition to either their title 
or prepared application, 
must show proof of liability in- 
surance, money to pay for plates, 
and te $1.00 instived fee. , 

All uninsured drivers must pay 
$35.00 fee into the Motor Vehicle 
Accident Claims Fund as they 
have in the past. 

“And the uninsured fee is not 
state insurance as some persons 
still seem io think,” warned 
Austin. ‘‘Persons paying the un- 
insured fee continue as uninsur- 
ed drivers and must make total 
restitution if they are at fault 
in an accident and a claim is 
paid because of their negli- 
gence,”

Federal Income 
Tax Filing Re- 
quirements Eased 


An estimated six million 
people in the lower income 
brackets will be removed 
from the tax rolls for 1970, 
These individuals will no 
longer be required to file 
Federal income tax returns 
because of liberalized rules 
effective this year, An indi- 
vidual must now file a return 
if he or she is: 

- Singic, an unmarricd 

head of household, or 
a surviving widow(er) 
with dependent child 
and had income oi 
$1,700 or more ($2, 300 
if 65 or over); 

-- Married and is filing 
jointly and had income 
of $2,300 or more 
($2,900 if either be or 
his spouse is 65 or 
over OR $3,500 if both 
are 65 or over); 

- Married and is filing 
separately and kad in 

come of $600 or more. 
However, if the tax- 
payer and his spouse 
itved in the same 
household and no one 
else is entitledtoclaim 
her (him) as an ex- 
emption, the individual! 
must file if the income 
exceeds that listed for 
married filing jointly;

These rules apply to every 
citizen or resideat of the 
United States whether an 
adult or minor.
